Saturday the Nebraska State Rail-
wuy Commission rendered its8 decision
on the application of the Northwest-
ern Bell Telephone Company for an
increase of telephone rates in the
state of Nebraska and according to
the accounts In the state papers, the
tecision Is a very strong one in favor
of all telephone subscribers outside

of the city of Omaha.
